Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Ruben proposed amendments to exclude intumescent materials 
and a gel layer that foams in the presence of fire from the fire-protection glass. The examiner informed Mr. Ruben that 
while there is support for excluding the gel layer, it is unclear that there is support for excluding intumescent materials 
in general. Furthermore, absent further argument, it is unclear if the amendment would overcome the prior art 
rejection, since the Office action addresses the use or non-use of intumescent materials.
